"WASHINGTON, July 20.—Gen era! Mas 


ter Workman Sovereign, of the Knights 
of Labor, has issued a circular letter, 
or manifesto, to the members of that 
organization, as well as to kindred or- 
ganizations throughout the country, 
having- in view the establishment of a 
boycott upon all national bank notes. 
The manifesto is in the words of Gen- 
eral Master Workman Sovereign, ad- 
dressed to "all lovers of liberty," and 
reads as follows: 


"Behind the proposition to perpetu- 


ate a monetary system in the country, 
based on a single gold standard, is a 
proposition to perpetuate the national 
banks. In fact the national banks, in 
their individual capacity and through 
the American Bankers' association, 
are bulwarks 
of 
a 
single 
gold 


standard money. 
They realize that- 


gold alone will not be accepted by the 
American people as the only circulat- 
ing medium, and, therefore, they de- 
mand that the monetary prerogative 
of government be farmed out to them, 
making private interests and not the 
public welfare the only motive for fur- 
nishing a paper circulation to meet the 
requirements of business. 


"The national banks are responsible 


for the destruction of the greenbacks, 
the payment of the bonds in coin, the 
funding acts, the demonetization of 
silver, and all the corrupt financial 
legislation in this country for the past 
thirty years. 
They have boycotted 


and discriminated against every kind 
of 
money 
that 
promised 
relief 


to the debtor class and prosperity 
to the industrial masses. They are 
boycotters of the most cruel and mer- 
ciless kind. 


"Now 
we propose, 
through the 


Knights of Labor, Farmers' Alliance, 
people's party and all reform organiza- 
tions, that a boycott be placed on the 
notes of national banks, and that on 
and after September 1, 1S95, our peo-

Against the National Bank Note Discussed 


at the >atlonal Capital. 


WJL.SHIXGTOX, July 20.—The publica- 


tion of Grand Master Workman Sover- 
eign's boycott against national bank 
notes naturally attracted a great deal 
of attention and was very generally 
discussed as to its effect, if any, upon 
the condition of the treasury and the 
circulation of money and the payment 
of obligations. Secretary Carlisle said 
that the boycott would not affect the 
treasury department or ite condition. 
National bank notes, it was stated, as 
being between individuals, were not a 
legal tender and could be refused if of- 
fered by one individual to another, 
and declined without in the least im- 
pairing the validity of the debt. 
The 


same is true of gold and silver certifi- 
cates, 
neither 
of 
which 
are 


legal 
tender, 
but 
simply 
the 


representative of a gold or silver 
dollar which is a legal tender between 
individuals and between the govern- 
ment and individuals. In case a na- 
tional bank note should be declined by 
a debtor all the creditor would have to 
do to make it available for use would 
be to present it to the treasury for re- 
demption. It iwould be immediately 
redeemed by the payment to the hold- 
er of a D. S. legal tender note and the 
bank of issue notified to either recoup 
the government by returning to it a 
legal tender note or retire the national 
bank note.

PRACTICE MARCHES. 


The Five Companies of Infantry at Colam- 


baii, O.. to March to Ft, Thoma«, Ky. 
WASHISGTOX, July 20.-—Secretary La- 


mont has authorized an expenditure of 
SI,000 to allow the five companies of 
infantry at the Columbus (O.) barracks 
to march to Ft Thomas, Ky.,' there to 
engape in their annual target practice. 
The distance is about 130 miles, and 
the command will consume about ten 
days each way in making the journey. 
This feature of practice marches was 
introduced into the army by Gen. Scho- 
field in 1888, and has been continued 
since. A number of the troops are en- 
gaged on them.

Three Bureatu for the DUteminntlon of 


Silver Literature Will Be Entablinhnd— 


One In Chicago, One In Nashville, 


Term., the Third In San Francisco.

CHICAGO, July 20.—The national sil- 


ver committee, composed of one repre- 
sentative from each state and terri- 
tory and appointed at the Memphis sil- 
ver convention, finished its work Fri- 
day. Judge Henry G. Milier, of Chi- 
cago, who is now acting as one of the 
referees of the Horr-EIarvey debate, 
was selected as permanent chairman, 
and J. H. Acklen permanent secretary. 
The following' executive committee 
was named: 


A. J. Warner, Ohio; A. Walcott, In 


diana; N. C. Blanchard,' Louisiana; 
Geo. E. Bowen, Chicago, and Judge A. 
J. Rucker, Colorado. 


Three bureaus of the dissemination 


of silver literature and the promulga- 
tion of the 16 to 1 idea will be estab- 
lished by the committee—one in Chi- 
cago, one it! Nashville, Tenn., and the 
third in San Francisco. The follow- 
ing- resolutions were adopted: 


"Whothcr the single 'Bold standard with la- 


creasing debt and consequent servitude Tor the 
masses of the people, shall be made perpetual 
in this country, or whether the constitutional 
standard of gold and silver, with better prices 
lor the products of labor and safer conditions 
for business shall be restored, must ba de- 
cided by the people at the election In 1806. 


"The Issue is between the gold standard, 


gold bonds and a contracting currency on the 
one side and a bimetallic standard, no bonds 
and a sufficient currency on the other. 


"Believing that the time has come when 


those who hold this issue to bo paramount In 
Importance to nil ether questions should make 
it a common cause and should unite their 
efforts to secure the establishment of these 
princlplesT the executive committee appointed 
at the Memphis silver convention, June 12 and 
IB, 18HS, earnestly recommends: 
: "First—The 
org-anlxation 
of 
bimetallic 


leagues throughout the entire country, which 
all those who believe In the restoration of the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at the ex- 
isting ratio of 10 to I, independently of the ac- 
tion of any other nation, shall be Invited to 
join, 
1 "Second—That a committee of flve be ap- 
'pointed to take charge of this movement, to 
provide and distribute literature, to place or- 
ganizers and speakers In the Held, and other- 
wise to advance the cause of bimetallism as In 
their judgment they shall think best. 


"Third—Each member of the national com- 


mittee is authorized to select a chairman for 
each county of his state, and tho chairman to 
ba selected may appoint in each'ward of an in- 
corporated town or city three members to con- 
stitute a county committee, which committee 
shall organize bimetallic leagues. The chair- 
men of the respective county committees shall 
constitute a state committee,"

A few days ago the TIMES spoke of 


the important mission of two Coalton 
citizens to this city and of the proba- 
bility of a very sensational murder 
case' about to come to light in Jack- 
son county. Tho TIMKS was the first 
paper to make the news public and all 
the statements made at that time have 
beenToritlod. 


Jas Reeve is now behind prison bars 


charged with kilting his father William 
Reejo of Glen Roy. 


The recent developments in the case 


have made it one of the most sensa- 
tional murders in the history of Jack- 
eon county. In many respects it re- 
sembles the circumstances connected 
with the Ed Perry murder case. 


William Rocvo was taken suddenly 


ill Christmas day, last year. 
He wus 


unable to speak when Dr. Harbarger 
was called to sec him and the doctor 
decided ho was suffering from paraly- 
sis, the loft side 
being completely 


paralyzed. 
Other doctors were sent 


for and all decided that the man was 
dying from paralysis. 
It was noticed 


that the poor man would rub the side 
of his head and try to speak but no 
articulate words could be heard. The 
next day ho died and was buried De- 
cember 29.
